m onths they eat up large quanti­ 
ties of decaying m eat and other 
food scraps, which

aw ay by picnickers, thus destroy­ 
ing much refuse which otherwise 
would become a smelly nuisances 
and dangerous to public health.

William Sent and W. F. Franzen, 
both of Besenville, have been cir­ 
culating a petition for the past 
few weeks thruout the town auth­ 
orizing the county board to consent 
to Cook county’s request that a 
strip of the “Black Sea” lying be­ 
tween the county line ami Irving 
Park boulevard, be annexed to 
Cook county, w’hich has undoubted­ 
ly more funds with which to develop 
the much needed improved paved 
road. 
The land in question comprises 
approximately 3000 acres and if it 
could be annexed to Cook county it 
would cause to be an eye-sore of 
northern Illinois. Thousands of dol­ 
lars of Du Page county money have 
been used to try to eliminate this 
swamp, but to no avail. The money 
has been literally wasted in trying 
to make a connecting link between 
Elmhurst and Cook county. If this 
highway, which is called York road, 
were paved it would enable automo­ 
bilists from Bensenville and other 
Du Page county towns to travel as 
far as the northern state line on 
concrete pavements.

There have recently appeared, in 
some of the newspapers, maps and 
comparisons of the DuPage county 
highway system with that of Cook I 
county. 
We are now printing a j 
map showing the true condition of 
the roads and where they are built 
in DuPage county. 
On some of the maps as printed, 
there were shown, in Cook county, 
several roads with 40-foot pave­ 
ments built to the east line of Du­ 
Page county. 
There is actually 
only one pavement built in Cook 
county tliat is 40-feet wide to the 
east hoe of DuPage county, and 
that is Roo?**vclt Road. 
The state 
of illinois built this road and in 
fact extended it one-half mile into 
DuPage county. We hope they will 
carry it thru our county, and will 
gladly help them in any way we 
can. 
DuPage County's System 
DuPage county has a system of 
roads that has been selected by 
the County Board of Supervisors 
and approved by the State High­ 
way 
Department. 
This 
system 
meets and connects with all sur­ 
rounding counties, and has been 
established by consulting the offi­ 
cials of these adjoining counties. 
We have not attempted to show* 
on this map all of these roads on 
the county system as it would be 
too confusing, 
but 
have 
simply 
shown the existing pavements. 
This county system is mostly 
stone and gravel roads and is being 
maintained by the county. 
In addition to this system we

Contracts have been let 
to extend this road from St. Char­ 
les to Sycamore and eventually it 
will be built to Cedar Rapids, mak­ 
ing the distance, we understand, 
40 miles shorter from Cedar Rap­ 
ids to Chicago than by any other 
route. 
This road, where feasible, as well 
as the other 200 foot roads in Du­ 
Page county, was purposely kept 
I out of the cities so as to more read­ 
ily secure the proper width, make 
it as .straight as possible, and also 
to get away from railroad grade 
crossings and make it safer. 
According to the press, there is 
to be built in Cook county an ele­ 
vated highway to the 
west side, 
costing $20,000,000.00. We are glad 
they are going to do this and think 
they should, lf DuPage county had 
this money, which is for one short 
road, they could build 18 
or 
20 
roads, 40 feet wide, across the en 
tire county. This shows one reason 
for acquiring sufficient right-of-way 
width while it is still available.

New legislation which, if enact­ 
ed, will have the effect of tighten­ 
ing up the state bank supervising 
authority thru am endm ent of the 
present Illinois banking act, is now 
before the senate and house a t 
Springfield. 
It carries tin.* strong endorsem ent 
oi the Illinois Bankers association, 
the executive council of which has 
described it as “so g reat an im ­ 
provem ent upon the present act 
th at it should receive the commen­ 
dation and approval of the bankers 
and people generally of tile state.” 
This particular legislation is the 
outgrow th of the labors of tire 
banking commission authorized by 
the last session of the general as­ 
sembly, headed by vState A uditor 
Oscar Nelson. 
It appears in the 
shape of two identical m easures, 
out of a tptal of nearly 300 already 
presented. It was introduced in the 
senate by Senator Reynolds of U ti­ 
ca and in the house by R epresenta­ 
tive Michael Igo, of Chocago. 
Among its outstanding 
provi­ 
sions are: 
More latitude to the auditor in 
passing upon perm its to organize 
new banks. 
Requirem ent of a paid-in surplus 
of IO perecut in addition to increas­ 
ing the present minimum of $25,- 
000 capitalization for new banks to 
$50,000. 
Reduction of fee for the q u arter­ 
ly report from $10 to $5. 
Establishm ent of penalty, fine or 
im prisonm ent, for the m aking of 
loans or granting of gratitudes to 
bank exam iners. 
Retention of present prohibition 
against branch hanking, although 
perm itting state banks to m aintain 
offices outside the state. The pres­ 
ent act perm its the auditor to ap­ 
prove excessive, loans upon deposit 
of satisfactory
